| f was probably the most 
disgraceful thing we've ever 
witnessed since GLOW has been on 
the air. When a tag team scheduled 
fo wrestle Hollywood & Vine had to 
bow out at the last minute, two 
replacements showed up claiming to 
be showgirls from the Riviera Hotel, 
where GLOW’s matches are 
videotaped.
